He 
came  to  Franconia  and  worked  faithfully  on  the  Indian  Creek 
farm,  and  found  favor  in  liis  master's  eyes  as  a  worthy  young 
man  ;  moreover  he  fouiul  favor  v.ith  his  daughter,  Magdalena, 
and  after  obtaining  liis  freedom,  they  were  married.  He  was 
well  rewarded  for  he  obtained  a  j^ood  wife  and  inherited  a  fine 
farm,  whicli  he  transuntted  to  his  descendants,  who  hold  a 
large  portion  of  it  to  the  present  time.  " — Rosctiberger  and 
S'warl/cy  History.
